MILL LITERATURE, 

It strikes me that paper makers are 
successfully catered to by standard authori- 
ties in the matter of literature. Many, per- 
haps, do not consider the literal pile of ex- 
perience presented for their benefit, but those 
who do must surely reap the reward. Aside 
from the direct subjects of the manufactur- 
ing department are the main auxiliaries, the 
machinery and motive power. 

Each issye of THE JOURNAL contains a 
whole column list of standard works on me- 
chanics, prominent among which stand Box, 
Bresse, Brown, Cooper, Fairbairn, Fanning, 
Glynn, Jackson, Johnson, Leffel, Neville, 
Pallett and others, forming in all a very 
neat and complete office library for daily 
reference. Perhaps, of the mechanical 
works, those by Box, Brown, Cooper, John- 
son and Neville will be sufficient for imme- 
diate needs, although many others may be 


added from time to time as occasions de- 
mand. Then, tdp, there are the indispensa- 
ble Haswell and Trautwine, without which 
no one is considered complete, although the 
works in question are far from complete 
themselves 
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“We don’ t need such reading ; 
: ' d have no time to be 
may be 
true in. prcrebacis “yet it is a great ac- 
quisition to have familiarity with mechani- 
cal doings. How convenient, too, when 
needed, to be able to tell how large that tank 
must be to contain a certain quantity of 
water; how large the supply and delivery 
pipes must be, and to estimate their cost ; 
calculate motions, spouting velocity of water 
and the thousand and one little mathemati- 
cal puzzles which come up every day. These 
things are not taught in schools. Manya 
scholar who can tell the length of a fish from 
one-third of its shadow given will throw up 
the sponge when it comes to figuring up the 
approximate cubical contents of a rag engine 
or stuff chest. Indeed, two experienced 
school teachers failed on a simple geometri- 
cal question as applied in practical form, 
viz.: Given, distance from outside to centre 
of building and rise of roof ; wanted, length 
of rafters. Stated geometrically it is : Given, 
base and perpendicular ; required, the hy- 
pothenuse. 

So it is in every business we find examples 
which are practically what we learned at 
school, yet being presented in different 
terms are not recognized. Now, I don’t ad- 
vise the learning by rote system at all; for 
were a man to attempt to commit these 
things to memory he would require a straight 
jacket and padded cell in less than a week. 
That is not the idea,. What is wanted is a 
familiarity with the source of information—a 
knowledge of just where the thing is that 
we want. The mechanic does not load him- 
self down with tools because he may be 
going out through the mill, in order to be 
prepared for a break. It is sufficient that he 
shall have the tools ready for use at the 
needed time, It will not do to have them 
still in the maker’s or dealer's hands; they 
must be instantly available. So it is with 
such books as are mentioned. They contain 
many valuable ideas, but until those ideas 
are located by the user they are of utter in- 
significance to him. He wants to know of 
their existence ; then he wants to have them 
as the mechanic has his tools—ready for use. 

Mechanics have been urged to advance 
themselves in their arts for many years. 
Now let us see how reaction will work. Sup- 
pose that our office force or superintendent 
develops alittle mechanical ability. We will 
not invite you into the wheel pit next Sun- 
day to take your first lesson ; no, nor down 
in some dirty pump pit, up to your eyes in 
grease. Just take Johnson, for instance ; 
sit down at your clean office desk and absorb 
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a little information on the rudiments of 
draughting. You will find this not only en- 
tertaining but highly instructive, and as you 
progress you will find how much more grat- 
ifying it is to express your mechanical ideas 
by means of a sketch. Although your first 
efforts may strongly resemble a cross be- 
tween a dead pine tree and a dilapidated | 

hencoop, don’t let that little failure dis- 
courage you. Practice makes easier, even 
though perfection may not be sought. Don’t 
fear ridicule. From positions of mechanic, 
salesman and contractor the writer has had 
experience with orders from manufacturing 
concerns, and is abundantly able to testify to 
the satisfaction experienced on receiving an 
order from some owner, accompanied by a | 
neat little sketch of the object required. 
Your mechanics find more pleasure in 
their work when they see that you can give | 
them a good understanding of what you | 
want done. They have clearer ideas of the | 

point at issue, and knowing that you take a 
direct interest in the details and with 1 
natural amount of approbativeness will en- 
deavor to please you. |

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Exports of Paper from Austria- 
Hungary. 
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By Epvarp Hirscu. 


The exports of paper from Austria- 
Hungary have for the last few years been | 
rapidly increasing, which is proved by the | 
publication of official statistics. 

If we go as far back as the year 1882 we 
find, with regard to quantity and value of 
the declared exports from Austria-Hungary, 
the following figures :

The paper and paper goods manufactured 
in Austria-Hungary find their way to nearly 
all foreign markets ; the so-called patent wrap- | 
ping paper is shipped to Germany, Italy, the 
Orient and the lower parts of the Danube; 
cardboard is sent to Germany, Italy, Rou- 
mania and the East; printing paper is most- | 
ly exported to Germany, England, the Orient 
and East India. Austrian cigarette paper is 
very much liked in the Orient, Egypt and | 
the Western countries. Paper for luxurious | 
purposes finds a good sale in Germany, | 
France, Belgium, the United States of Ameri- 
ca, Switzerland and Italy. 

The exports of paper to the most important 
Eastern countries for the last twoyears have 
been as follows tothe countries named :

ment has given large orders for paper to sev- 
eral large Austrian manufacturers. 

The reason of this flourishing condition of 
the Austrian paper trade may be found in | 
the large quantities and cheapness of the | 
raw material in Austria-Hungary. Rags, | 
such as are used in paper making, are always | 
on hand in great quantities in Hungary, in 
which country linen is still very much worn. 
There is also a large export duty on rags in 
Hungary, which has of course a depressing 
effect on the prices. The great quantities of | 
wood, cheap labor~in the southern parts of | 
Austria and the skill of the working people 
with regard to paper making, also give Aus- 
tria~-Hungary an advantage over other coun- | 
tries. 

The largest paper manufacturing company 
in Austria is the ‘‘ Leykam-Josefsthal,” hav- | 
ing a capital of $1,600,000. This company 
owns six different factories and produced 
last year 9,414 tons of paper, against 8,500 
tons in the year 1886. The profits realized 
in 1887 amounted to $120,000. The produc- 
tion for the current year is expected to ex- | 
ceed that of last year, as the company has | 
since bought another paper mill. 

The second largest paper manufacturing | 
company is the ‘‘ Neusiedler Actien Gesells- | 
schaft,” with a capital of $1,200,000. It man- 





Another large concern is the paper factory | 
“*Schloeglsnuehl.” Its production during the | 
year 1887 amounted to 6,327 tons. This be- 
longed formerly to the Austrian Government 
and was called the ‘‘ Austrian California,” 
as here the paper for the Austrian. paper 
money was ma@e. This company now owns 
several other paper factories and is expected 
to show great prosperity in the future. 

As to prices of the different paper products 
it may be stated that these are at present, 
owing to the depressed condition of all mar- 
kets, low, but from all indications it is likely 
that they wi!l soon go somewhat higher. 
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Laboratory Notes.

The recently published report by Cross 
& Bevan on Indian fibres and fibrous sub- 
stances, exhibited at the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition of 1886, contains considerable of 
interest to American paper makers and points 
to a possible future source of supply for much 
of their raw material. There are, according to 
these authors, over three hundred fibre yield- 
ing plants in India, and at least one hundred 
of these afford strong and useful fibres which 
are regularly used by the natives of that 
country. Cross & Bevan in this report not 
only treat of the general characteristics of the 
various fibres, which are illustrated in many 
cases by the authors’ microphotographs, but 


possible technical value. In the division de- |

This fibre is not 
only well suited for paper stock, but “is one | 
of the few vegetable fibres that will stand to 
be dyed, bleached and worked up along with 
wool, a property which speaks volumes in 
itself,”

from the inner bark of which, as is well 
known, the Chinese and Japanese have long 
been accustomed to prepare their unique 
products, the authors say : ‘“‘ This plant cer- 
tainly deserves to be more carefully investi- 
gated than hitherto. The experiments which 
have been made have established beyond all 
possible doubt that it can be cultivated 
throughout the hotter moist parts of India,” 


and they think that for special papers it might 


be profitable to export the fibre. 
The babar or baboi and munj or sara are 
two grasses very abundant inIndia and are 


| little inferior to esparto in their paper mak- 


ing qualities. Both are largely used by the 
Indian paper mills, and with cheaper trans- 
portation in Indiaand some method of par- 
tial reduction before shipment may at some 
future time be exported. 





A new sulphite process is attracting some 
attention abroad, and, though not as yet 
fairly launched in a commercial way, pos- 
sesses considerable interest. It is known as 
the Pictet-Brelaz process, and is a modifica- 
tion of a process proposed several years ago 


| by Raoul Pictet, of Geneva, the inventor of 


the Pictet ice machine, which produces in- 
tense cold by the vaporization of liquid sul- 
phur dioxide. Mr. Pictet is famous in the 
scientific world for the remarkable series of 
experiments which resulted in the liquefac- 
tion of oxygen and the other so-called per- 
manent gases. The sulphite process, which 
embodies the results of his later work, is 
mainly noteworthy from the fact that at the 
close of the boiling operation it effects the 
easy recovery of over go per cent. of the 
chemicals employed. Briefly outlined the 
process is as follows : A solution carrying 
about 2 per cent. of sulphurous acid (SOz) is 
prepared by allowing water to trickle down 
through a tower fitted with perforated plates, 
while the gas from burning sulphur or 
pyrites is conducted up through the tower. 


| No base whatever is used in the process. A 


digester is now charged with chips and this 
solution, which is, however, too weak to 
effect the disintegration of the wood. In 


| order to reinforce the solution until it con- 
tains the necessary amount of gas, which is 
| for this process 7 to 8 per cent., 
| additional quantity of the weak solution is 
| heated upin a second boiler in connection with

the first. As the solution becomes hot it will 


no longer retain the gas, which, in conse- 


| quence, passes over into the cold solution in 


the first digester, bringing the strength of 
the liquor there up tothe desired point. The 
connection between the two vessels is then 
closed, and the one containing the chips is 
heated rapidly to 87° C. and held there for 
eight hours, after which the temperature is 
the boiling opera- 
tion being complete in about sixteen hours, 
even at theselow temperatures. At the close 
of the operation, in order to recover the sul- 
phurous acid, the digester is connected from

cooking, and this, of course, is lost. The 
water containing the recovered gas needs 
merely to be heated, in order to discharge its 
gas into the digester for the second lot of 


| chips. 


The presence of the free sulphuric acid 
noted above in the boiler is a disadvantage 


| in the process, and it undoubtedly has a pre- 


judicial effect upon the fibre. Probably 
owing to this cause the pulp is brown and 
somewhat harsh. It bleaches with some 
difficulty, but is nevertheless very strong 
after bleaching and of good length. The 
paper we have seen made wholly from this 
pulp was very hard and strong, with fine 
surface, but somewhat transparent. Owing 
to the recovery of the chemicals and the low 
temperatures maintained,

A novelty in watermarks has been re- 
cently brought to our attention, the device 


being darker than the rest of the sheet in- 
stead of lighter. It is being adopted by 
certain foreign governments as a safeguard 
against the counterfeiting of bonds, paper 
money, &c. Quite as important and even 
more interesting is an ingenious adaptation 
of the process for parchmentizing paper, 
which would seem to make it impossible to 
alter the denomination of a bill. The de- 
nomination is printed in large numbers in 
the centre of the bill, strong sulphuric acid 
or a solution of chloride of zinc being used 
in place of ink. These chemicals transform 
the paper, which is generally tinted, into 
transparent vegetable parchment at the 
points where they are deposited, so that 
after washing and drying the numbers seem 
to be formed by a tough, transparent mem- 
brane inserted in a colored sheet. The 
effect is highly artistic, and as the fibrous 
nature of the paper is destroyed at the 
points where the chemicals were deposited 
it is impossible to alter the characters. 





We have frequently found a tendency 
among pulp and paper makers to use for 
testing their various solutions hydrometers 
which are much too coarsely graduated for 
any except the roughest technical work. A 
man unaccustomed to carefully reading any 
instrument may easily make a mistake of 
one or two degrees in reading from a scale 
on which fifty or more degrees are marked 
in about 3 inches. Instead of trying to test 
all solutions, strong and weak, with one 
glass it is much better to have several 
glasses, each sepeciane inland range, say, 
ten degrees, of strength. In this way the 
solutions can be much more accurately 
tested and frequently loss, perhaps hitherto 
unsuspected, avoided, It may not be amiss 
in this connection to urge the more general 
use of the Twaddle hydrometer in place of 
the Baumé scale, which is for some reason a 
favorite in this country. The Baumé scale 
is purely arbitrary, and a degree on one part 
of the scale corresponds to a difference in 
density which may be equal to more or less 
than a degree on another part of the scale. 
The Twaddle hydrometer is, however, so 
constructed that each degree corresponds to 
a definite change of density which is the 
same at all points on the scale. 





A point worth noting in regard to alums 
is that their sizing power is not always pro- 
portional to the amount of alumina they con- 
tain. Some alums contain in addition to 
alumina sulphate of zinc, which, while’ per- 
haps inferior in sizing power to sulphate of 
alumina, has, nevertheless, a distinct value 
which, other things being equal, would raise 
the sizing power ofthe alum containing zinc. 
It is therefore better to have your chemist 
determine directly the relative sizing power 
of any alums under consideration rather 
than to have him state merely the propor- 
tion of alumina they each contain. 





Board of Composite Material. 





A patent has been granted for a pro- 
cess of manufacturing boards, slabs or 
plates, chiefly applicable to the usual build- 
ing purposes of wall and ceiling linings or 
coverings, and also as a lining for ice chests, 
flues and the like. Each board or plate is 
chiefly composed of the following materials : 

1. Alarge number of small tubes, either 
specially made of paper or other suitable 
material or formed of vegetable stalks. 
These tubes are uniformly distributed, so as 
to form a number of cores for the semi-liquid 
mass which is subsequently cast in, 

2. A plastic mass consisting of plastic 
mineral matter—such as burnt gypsum, ce- 
ment or lime—and finely divided solid parti- 
cles of organic origin, such as small coke, 
wool, hair or feathers, with or without the ad- 
dition of a liquid binding substance, such as 
glue water, or a mixture of water with alum, 
green vitrol and soluble glass in the follow- 
ing relative quantities: Gypsum, cement or 
lime, 50 parts; small coke, 10 parts; wool, 
hair or feathers, I part; binding substance, 
consisting of alum, vitriol and soluble glass, 
I part,

Hotyvoxe, Mass., August 23, 1888. 

Paper making is a little quiet with 
several of the fine mills, but the book mills 
have no complaint to make. 
their 
improvements and repairs. The 
Hampshire Mill will shut. down on Monday 
and put in anew turbine wheel, 

Alderman H. E. McElwain, having as- 
sumed the treasurership of the Valley Mill, 
will keep out of politics after this year. 

The local jobbing trade are not rushed with 
orders, yet business is fair with them. 


The mills all around are making 
annual 


Work on the Parsons Paper Company’s 
new mill is progressing very fast. Lymel 
Brothers, the masons, and Cummings, the 
carpenter, are making things hum. 

Congressman Whiting is yet in town and 
has his hands full of business. 

A log cabin, to be used as a summer cot- 
tage, has been built for Congressman Whit- 
ing and placed on his farm. A splendid view 
of the river and valley can be obtained from 
the structure, which is one story high, 28x34 
feet, with piazza and atower. The interior 
is finished entirely in paneling, while the 
outside is sheathed with a natural bark 
finish. 

The Riverside Paper Company, which re- 
cently put in filtering apparatus, will proba- 
bly abandon its artesian well, as the filtered 
river water is quite satisfactory. The well 
water, while very clear, had considerable 
iron in it, which was objectionable, 

Recent rains have resulted in sending a 
few inches of water over the dam continual- 
ly, whereas during the brief dry spell a fort- 
night ago no water ran over. 

A diver and ten men are engaged repair- 
ing the apron to the dam. It is quite a job 
and necessitates the taking off of considera- 
ble planking. Under the planking is a mass 
of rock and sand between the heavy timbers. 
The rock had to be removed in order that 
the defection in the structure might be re- 
paired. 

Paper makers are keeping an eye out at 
the Farr Alpaca Company’s, where the use 
of oil as a fuel has been tried under two of 
the six boilers for a fortnight. A careful re- 
cord is being kept, and by another week itis 
likely that some definite figures will be ar- 
rived at as to the comparative cost of coal 
and oil. 

In 1880 there were 80,000 tons of coal used 
in Holyoke. For the past year there were 
120,000 tons consumed, the Lyman Cotton 
Mill and the Farr Alpaca Mill using about 
5,000 tonseach. Of the whole amount there 
were 72,000 or 73,000 tons of bituminous, 
while the balance was anthracite. H.

Their basement is 60x200 
feet and is closely piled with paper. The 
bottom bundles of every pile were pretty 
well soaked. Large rolls of paper which 
stood in the basement on end were saturated 
with water. The firm fears that its loss will 
reach several thousands of dollars. 


Carter, Rice & Co. reported only a little 


dampness in their basement, and they attri- 


bute their escape from damage to the fact 
that when their new store was remodeled 


particular attention was given to the drain- | 


age pipes of the basement. 

Trade is very fair with paper dealers. 
Manilla papers are in much better demand 
than for some time past, the improvement 
dating from the first of the month. Manilla 
mills are now well fixed on orders where a 
month ago they were looking for business 
and with poor results. 

The paper stock market drags along with- 
out change and business is rather quiet even 
in favored quarters. 

In chemicals there is only a moderate 
movement, with but little change in prices. 
Bleaching powders are firmer in tone, in 
fair demand and limited spot supply, 1.80c- 
being the quotation. Caustic soda is steady 
at 2.17% @2.20c. per pound for 60 per cent. 
Soda ash still holds at 1%@1.40c. Soda 
crystals are a little easier, this week’s quota- 
tions being AZ@goc. Rosins are unchanged 
in prices and in moderate demand. 

The imports of chemicals for the past week 
include 436 casks of bleaching powders, 315 
drums of caustic soda, 320 casks and 400 bags 
of soda ash, 420 barrels of soda crystals and 
75 casks of alkali. 

Paper stock imports for the same time 
were: s560bales of rags, 864 bales and 79 coils 
manillas and 368 bales of miscellaneous 
grades, a total of 1,871 bales and coils. 

Other receipts include 406 bags of hide 
cuttings, 956 barrels of rosin, 12 casks of 
Southern clay and 6 bales of felts.

Causes of Deterioration in Paper. 





Dr. Wiirster recently wrote an article in 
the Papier Zeitung with regard to the causes 
necessitating the establishment of a State 
testing institution for paper and other ma- 
terials. 

It appears that the quality of writing pa- 


per in Germany had become so bad that | 


even documents dated between 1870 and 1880 
had to be rewritten. Dr. Wiirster says: As

ions are divided. But from the rules laid 
down by the Testing Institute it is very evident 
that practical paper makers were little con- 
sulted when the rules were drawn up. I 
lately endeavored to show that chemical 
methods of investigation where either use- 
less or misleading. 

Most weight at present is laid on the me- 
chanical testing of paper, its resistance 
against tearing, and the consequent tension. 


If wrapping or bank note papers are in. ques- | 


tion the tearing length. and the tensile 
strength are of great importance. The case 
is, however, quite otherwise when we have 
to deal with papers which are required to 
stand the test of time. It has been well re- 
marked by Mr. Beckh that this quality of 
the paper has no connection with the tearing 
length and tensile strength that can be 
proved. 

A paper made of good rags and which 
may, therefore, last for centuries may be re- 
jected because its tensile strength is only 2.4 
instead of 2.5 per cent.; while another paper, 
on the contrary, which fulfills all of the me- 
chanical requirements, but gives no assur- 
ance of durability, will be accepted under the 
rules. 

The analysis of the mechanical qualities of 
the paper should be the principal work of the 
Testing Institute. It would be far better to 
find ways and means for ascertaining 
whether the paper will be durable or subject 
to rapid decay. It is a most important ques- 
tion for paper manufacturers. 

The determination of the tearing length 


and tensile strength derives its chief impor- | 


tance in testing the return of the paper in its 
mechanical qualities. But even such inves- 
tigations must be carried on under necessary 
provisos. If tests as to tearing length and 
tension are not carried on more especially 
with regard to the humidity of the paper, but 
under uniform conditions of air, temperature 
and humidity, the results obtained will be of 
little value. Besides this, these tests of the 
return of the paper will only have any prac-

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tical value when the paper has been stored 
in the proper way. 

If paper samples have been exposed to the 
aqueous vapors of the laboratory, or, as in 
libraries and public offices, to the destructive 
products of illuminating gas, it is very prob- 
able that the decay of the paper is not alone 
caused by the bad composition of the pulp 
used, but also by the destructive action of 
the sulphuric and _ nitric which 
Under certain cir- 


acids, are 
created by the gaslight. 
cumstances the decaying tendency of paper, 
about which complaint is now made, may be 
ascribed to modern systems of lighting. 
Paper makers should lay down very pre- 
cisely the conditions under which a paper 
proves durable or falls away. 

All we know at present is that fibres suf- 
fer and are weakened under the following 
circumstances : 

Dry Rot—Too Strong Boiling and Bleaching. 

Official papers should therefore be kept 
only in dry and well ventilated rooms. 
Neither should such papers be required to 
be of too white a color. 

The Active Oxidising Influence of the Rosin Used 
in Vegetable Sizing. 

The proof that the rosin in the paper has 


| such an effect can be easily proved by the 


tetra paper of Dr. Schuehardt. To avoid 
this, other materials which are water repel- 
lent and which do not possess the quality of 
favoring strong oxidation should be used 
I busied myself with this subject 
some time ago, and shall soon treat of the 
subject.

As animal sizing has not an active effect 
on oxygen, and thus somewhat protects the 
paper from the influence of the air, animal 
sized paper offers a better guarantee of dura- 


It is also probable that a good animal siz- 
ing can render rag substitutes more capable 
of resistance, and in this case it would be 
important to find a cheap kind of animal 
size for such materials. 

The Decomposing Influence of the Chlorides in 
Paper. 

It is well known that table salt is very oxi- 
dizing, and the formation of ozone on the 
ledges of salt mines is very apparent. With 
the tetra paper, the oxidizing action of the 
chlorides—especially the chloride of lime— 
is very easily proved. Table salt and 
chloride of lime are therefore as hurtful to 
paper as rosin. 

Still more injurious to the fibres than table 
salt is the corrosive action of the mixture of 
sulphate of alumina and table salt. 

Although the corrosive qualities of mix- 
tures of alum and chlorides were known to 
me for years, I have found nothing written 
on the subject; in fact, table salts and chlo- 
ride of calcium have been always regarded 
as innocuous salts. 

Mr. Beckh showed me some letters which 
he wrote some years ago in which he gave 
warning of the injurious action of the 
chlorides. 

Decomposition of the Fibre Through Humidity 
and the Combustible Products of Gas. 

That frequent wetting and drying will de- 
stroy fibres in time is well known. Gas in 
burning produces a considerable amount of 
water, which condenses on the colder objects 
in a room, and thus papers lying in gaslit 
rooms are sprinkled every day with water, 
This condensed water is not pure, however, 
but contains large quantities of free sul- 
phuric acid. Still more injurious are the 
nitrous and nitric acids which are produced 
quite extensively by the gas flames.

It 
is a bill to stimulate the printing and cog- 
nate trades of the States at the expense 
of*the British, and it is for our manufac- 
turers to fully recognize the blow which 
is aimed at them and to do their best to 
parry it. It directly affects our printers, 
and indirectly it will fall upon the paper 
maker, the ink maker, the printer’s en- 
gineer, the binder, the publisher and a 
host of others who contribute in one way 
or another to the production of a book.” 
Isn't there a good deal of rot in the fore- 
going? What is the actuadsituation as to 
a British copyright ? Weare not familiar 
with the English statutes, but we believe 
that they first require the production of 
a work in the United Kingdom in order 
to secure the privileges which the law 
confers.

Steps for Water Wheels. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 
I notice that ‘‘A Subscriber” wishes to 
know the best material for a step to support 


the revolving shaft. Although he does not 
say sol should judge he had some trouble 








| with the step burning out. 


For his benefit and that of others who 
may be troubled 1n the same way I will ven- 
ture a fewremarks. Take a piece of lignum- 
vite ; turn the top that is to fit the cup a 
little small, so that the water can get to it. 
If you are not ready to use it place it in a 
box filled with sawdust, and saturate the 
In 
putting in the step be careful to have it cen- 
tred exactly; then build a box around the 
step after it is in position, allowing about 2 


| inches room between it and the box; make 


the top of the box about as high as the top 


| of the step and fasten it securely to the 


spider. It is not necessary to make the box 
tight, as sometimes sand gets into it, and ifa 
small opening is left at the bottom it will 
pass out, 

This is intended for wheels which are set 
above the tail water and a draft tube used, 
but it will also be found of advantage for 
wheels set lower, as the centrifugal force of 
the wheel draws the water from the step in 
both cases. 

I have tried many kinds of wood and 
many ways of preventing steps from burn- 
ing, and this is nearest to infallible that I 
have found. Before adopting this plan I 
have frequently put in three or four steps in 
one week, and now have the same step run- 
ning that the first box was put around ; that 
is over two years ago, and it appears as 
though it will run many years more. 

Steps always trouble more where the 
water is not of a steady height. If the water 
rises or falls suddenly, then, if at any time, 
will the step go out, or during a freshet.

A Large Pulp Mill. 
OAKLAND, Me., August 20, 1888. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 
It may be of interest to the readers of THE 
JOURNAL to know something of the great pulp 
mill now in process of construction at En- 


| field, Me. 


The town of Enfield is situated on the east 
side of the Penobscot River, 36 miles north 
of Bangor, on the line of the Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad. A spur track, 3 miles long, 
has been laid, connecting the mill with 
the railroad. The writer on a recent visit 
found Engineer C. W. Mullen, of Oldtown, 
and his corps of assistants busily at work at 
the drawing board and with transit, making 
plans for parts of the work and giving the 
contractors points here and there. At the 


| dam is to be found E. M. Farrell with a large 


crew of men, rushing the work to take all 
advantage of the low water. The dam is to 
be of wood with a rollway goo feet long and 


| 15 feet high on an average. 


The bulkhead dam, rso0 feet long, will be 


| of stone, sufficiently high to hold the water 


back in time of freshets. 

This dam will contain fifteen head gates, 
7x8 feet each, all to be operated with worm 
gearsand hand wheels. 

From these gates the water will flow 
through 2,500 feet of the old Penobscot 
River Navigation Company's canal to the 
mill. This canal isto be widened in order to 
give it the proper water area, 

The mill, which is to be 200 feet long by 
70 feet wide, will set back 100 feet or more 
rom the river. The canal, 200 feet long by 
93 feet wide, will run along between the mill 
and river, so that the water after passing 
through the wheels will pass down through 
arched raceways under the canal to the 
river, 

The stone work is under contract to Mc- 
Donald & Merrill, who, with 240 men, thirty 
horses and twenty derricks, part of which 
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the foundation are to be bonded down to re- 
ceive extensions in the future. 

The mill is to be of wood, one story high 
on the shore side and two on the river side. 

The grinding room below will be 20 feet 
high in the clear, while the wet machine and 
wood room above will be 16 feet. 

The mill will start with twelve wood pulp 
grinders, with the necessary wet machines 
and wood room machinery for cutting up the 
wood, and will be driven by thirteen pairs of 
turbines on horizontal shafts under 22 feet 
head. These wheels will give a great amount 
of power and produce a large quantity of 
pulp. 

The mill, when completed, will be the 
largest and best ground wood mill in the 
country, while the facilities for procuring 
wood and shipping, both by rail and water, 
are unsurpassed. 

The power of the Penobscot at this place 
amounts to many thousand horse power, 
only a small part of which will be used by 
this mill at present; but the dam, bulkhead 
and canal are being constructed so that the 
full power of the river can be used when the 
company owning the mill requires it. N.

Counsel then said that while the statement 
showed an excess of assets over liabilities, 
yet the officers of the company were satisfied 
that an investigation would show such a ma- 
terial shrinkage that they could not continue 
the present relations with the creditors.

The fire caught in the boiler room in a 
large quantity of fuel, shavings, &c. The 
fireman, Peter Nelson, had been out during 
the evening, and a friend had worked for 
him. About 12 o'clock he went from his post 
to get a drink of water, and on looking back 
into the boiler room found flames among the 
piles of shavings. Before he could get the 
hose or pull the whistle to give the alarm, 
the flames rushed through the room and 
drove him out. When the fire department 
arrived and began playing upon the fire the 
mill was doomed. 

When the roof over the engine room fell 
in the firemen turned the hose on to the ro- 
tary boiler and instantly an explosion oc- 
curred, and the fragments of the boiler shot 
out of the building and across a sidetrack 
through @ throng of spectators, mowing them 
down like grass. The immense mass of iron 
struck in an open lot 200 feet away. In its 
passage it struck the heads of the onlooking 
bystanders, as nearly all the killed and in- 
jured were hit onthe head. The scene was 
indescribable. The blow, so sudden and 
crushing, stunned those it did not kill and 
maim, But presence of mind soon prevailed 
and strong men hastened to the relief of the 
wounded and cared for the dead. The cause 
of the calamity is traced directly to the ro- 
tary. When the cold water from the fire 
engines struck it the explosion followed in- 
stantly. 

The destroyed mill was built by William 
Gilbert, of Chicago, and George A. Whiting, 
of Neenah, in 1882. 
the time the mill was built that it cost be- 
tween $55,000 and $60,000.

HARRISON LORING. 
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Grates Under Boilers. 





One of the greatest mistakes that can 
be made in designing boilers, and the one 
that is most frequently made of any, consists 
in putting in a grate too large for the heat- 
ing surface of the boiler, so that with a 
proper rate of combustion of the fuel an un- 
due proportion of the heat developed passes 
off through the chimney, the heating surface 
of the boiler being insufficient to permit its 
transmission to the water. This mistake 
has been so long and so universally made, 
and boiler owners have so often had to run 
slow fires under their boilers to save them- 
selves from bankruptcy, that it has given 
rise to the saying, ‘‘ Slow combustion is nec- 
essary for economy."’ This saying is consid- 
ered an axiom, and is regarded with great 
veneration by many, when the fact is, if the 
truth must be told, it has been brought about 
by the wastefulness entailed by boiler plants 
proportioned badly by ignorant boiler mak- 
ers and ignorant engineers, who ought to 
know better. but don’t. 

Let us consider the matter briefly. Sup- 
pose we are running a boiler at a pressure of 
80 pounds per square inch. The temperature 
of the steam and water inside will be about 
325° Fahr. The temperature of the fire in 
the furnace will under ordinary conditions 
be about 2,500° Fahr. Now, it should be 
clear to the dullest comprehension that we 
can transmit to the water in the boiler only 
that heat due tothe difference between the 
temperature in the furnace and that in the 
boiler. In the case of the above figures about 
seven-eighths of the total heat of combustion 
is all that could by any possibility be util- 
ized, and this would require that radiation of 
heat from every source should be absolutely 
prevented, and that the gases should leave 
the boiler at the exact temperature of the 
steam inside, or 325°. 

To express the matter plainly, we may say 
that the utilization of the effect of a fall of 
temperature of 2,175° is all that is possible. 

Now suppose, as one will actually find to 
be the case in many cases if he investigates 
carefully, that the gases leave the flues of 
another steam boiler at a temperature be- 
tween 500° and 600°. The latter tempera- 
ture will be found quite common, as it is 
considered to give ‘‘ good draft.” This is 
quite true, especially as far as the ‘‘ draft” 
on the owner's pocketbook is concerned, for 
he cannot possibly utilize under these con- 
ditions more than 2,500—500—2,000° of that 
inevitable difference of temperature to which 
he is confined, or four-fifths of the total, in- 
stead of the sevén-eighths, as shown above, 
where the boiler was running just right, and 
any attempt to reduce the temperature of 
the escaping gases by means of slower 
‘*combustion,” as he would probably be ad- 
vised to do by nine out of ten men, would

his furnace, and the economical result would 
be about the same. His grate is too large to 
burn coal to the best possible advantage, 
and his best remedy is to reduce its size and 
keep his fire as hot as he can. 

This is not speculation, as some may be 
inclined to think. Direct experiments have 
been made tosettle the question. The grate 
under a certain boiler was tried at different 
sizes with the following result : 

With grate 6 feet long ratio of grate to 
heating surface was I to 24.4. 

With grate 4 feet long ratio of grate to 
heating surface was 36.6. 

The use of the smaller grate gave, with 
different fuels and all the various methods 
of firing, an average economy 9g per cent. 
above the larger one, and when compared by 
burning the same amount of coal per hour 
on each, 12 per cent. greater rapidity of 
evaporation and economy were obtained 
with the smaller grate.—Zocomotive. 


Raw Fibres and Some Forms of 
Cellulose. 





Mr. Hoffmeister found that it was pos- 
sible to produce any required quantity of 
almost pure cellulose by the cold treatment 
of vegetable fibres with chlorate of potash 


and hydrochloric acid, and afterward with 


ammonia water. It succeeds with all plant 
fibres of the Phanerogamen, and so with all 
that we have practically to do. In such 
cases where the chlorine might destroy the 
cellulose, approximately pure and quantita- 
tive cellulose can be obtained by drawing 
out the still impure mass with soda lye and 
precipitating itfrom the liquor. The residu- 
um, minus the ashes and the purified soda 
liquid extracted, gives the quantity of cel- 
lulose present. In some cases he succeeded, 
after extraction with cold hydrochlosic acid 
and ammonia, in dissolving the entire 
amount of cellulose by ammoniac copper and 
to recover quantitatively from this solution. 
If this process could be applied to all sub- 
stances of the Phanerogamen, we should have 
in itan absolutely sure process for the quan- 
titative production of cellulose. Experiments 
in the matter are not yet finished. 

By the action of cold soda liquors of vari- 
ous strengths (I, to, or 15 per cent.) the 
cellulose can be decomposed in various 
forms. The solubility of the cellulose of 
various plants is very different in the various 
stages. The soluble forms of cellulose show 
no typical distinction from the ordinary ones. 
They dissolve in ammoniac copper and pre- 
sent the reactions of ordinary cellulose, al- 
though often with difficulty. 

The skeleton of the stone mushroom con- 
sists of cellulose typically different from the 
other. Both soda liquor and hydrochloric 
acid dissolve it completely, and it can be re- 
covered unchanged by both.

Incrusting substances in the cellulose pre- 


vent the cellulose reaction, and can be ex- 
tracted by hydrochloric acid or ammonia. 


He found that it was these bodies which pre- | 


vented wood from being altogether amen- 
able to the soluble action of soda liquors and 
ammoniac copper. These matters are de- 
stroyed or dissolved by the chlorine mixture, 
but no destruction of the cellulose itself is 
connected therewith. 

By ammonia a substance is extracted which 
is a condition of lignine reaction. Finely 
pulverized wood, which had been exhaus- 
tively treated with ammonia copper, showed 
no lignine reaction. —Chemiker Zeitung

order to effectually meet the entire range of 
requirements in that line, some form of ma- 
chine different in construction and applica- 
tion from anything heretofore in use is 
necessary. 

The Stilwell open heater using exhaust 
steam generally answers the requirements 
where the water contains only carbonates of 
lime and magnesia; but in many cases the 
water contains sulphates of lime and other 
impurities, which require a much greater 
degree of heat to precipitate than can possi- 
bly be obtained with exhaust steam, and in 
all such cases the open heater should be fol- 
lowed by the live steam purifier, which com- 
pletes the work of purification, and supplies 
the boiler with water at about the same tem- 
perature as that in the boiler, and absolutely 
freed from scale producing impurities. This 
combination of an open heater and live steam 
purifier is said to be the most economical in 
results, thus saving and utilizing the heat in 
the exhaust steam, which otherwise would 
be wasted. 

In many instances, however, it is for vari- 
ous reasons impracticable to use an exhaust 
steam heater, and on this account the hori- 
zontal live steam purifier, herewith illus- 
trated, was expressly designed. 


entire area in a thin sheet. As the heat and 
pressure in the purifier are the same as in the 
boilers, the water, in its passage over these 
pans, is subjected to the same chemical 
change as in ordinary boilers, and is relieved 
of all scale producing impurities, which are 
precipitated upon the surface of these pans, 
from which they can be quickly and easily 
removed. After passing the circuit of the 
pans the water drops into the large settling 
chamber D D in the bottom of the purifier, 
where the non-crystallized impurities deposit 
in the form of slush or mud, and are blown 
off at frequent intervals through the blow-off 
F. To complete the work of purification 
the water passes through the filtering cham- 
bers E E, which are filled with coke or other 
suitable material, into the pure water cham- 
ber, then into the boiler through pipe A. 

It is claimed that the feed water is then 
absolutely pure, and at substantially the 
same temperature as the water in the boiler, 
thus effectually preventing the deposit of 
sediment in the boilers, and the strain upon 
the boiler incident to the introduction of 
water at a low temperature. 

Each end of the purifier is provided with 
a heavy head fastened in place with cap 
screws. The depositing pans slide on ways 
which are fastened to the shell, and can 
easily be removed through either end of the 


The movement in favor of Government 
regulation of the telegraph has at length 
found issue in a definite measure which has 
the support of one of the 
Congress. 


two Houses of 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee of the Senate reported on the roth 
inst. a bill which it had bad under consid- 
eration for some time, and the measure was 
passed by the Senate without discussion. 
The bill is evidently modeled on the exist- 
ing Interstate Commerce law. Its provisions 
extend to persons and corporations engaged 
in the business of transmitting messages by 
telegraph from one State or Territory of the 
United States or the District of Columbia to 
any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or from any place in the 
United States to any foreign country, or from 
any place in the United States hrough at 
foreign country to any other place in the 
United States, following in this the phrase- 
ology of the first section of the Interstate 
Commerce law. 

The bill contains sections relating to reason- 
able rates, undue preferences, rebates and dis- 
criminations similar, as far as the differences 
of the subject matter permit, to those in the 
Interstate Commerce law, as well as clauses 
answering to the short haul and anti-pooling 
clauses of that law. It provides that all 
charges for telegraph service shall be “‘ rea- 
sonable and just,” and prohibits ‘‘ unreason- 
able charges’ as unlawful. It declares it to 
be unlawful for any telegraph company to 
give any unreasonable preference or advan- 
tage to any person, corporation, locality or 
class of business, or to subject either to any 
unreasonable discrimination or disadvantage. 
Telegraph companies are required to afford 
equal facilities for the receiving, transmitting 
and delivering of messages to and from their 
several lines and those connecting therewith, 
and are forbidden to discriminate in their rates 
and charges between such connecting lines. 
They are also forbidden to charge any more 
for a shorter than for a longer distance over 
the same line, or to enter into any contract, 
agreement or combination with any competing 
telegraph company or companies to divide be- 
tween them the aggregate or net proceeds of the 
earnings of such companies upon their respec- 
tive lines or any portions thereof. The bill 
makes it unlawful for any telegraph company, 
directly or indirectly, by any special rate, re- 
bate, drawback or other device or contriv-

over common carriers under the existing law. 
The commission is given authority to inquire 
into the business of telegraph companies, and 
in order to enable it to obtain from them such 
full and complete information as may be 
necessary to enable it to perform its duties, it 
is given the same power to require the at- 
tendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of books and documents as it now 
has in the case of railroads. The commission 
is authorized to require the publication of rates 
by telegraph companies to such extent and 
such manner as it may deem proper, and also 
to require annual reports from such companies, 
to fix the time and prescribe the manner in 
which such reports shall be made, and to re- 
quire from the companies specific answers to 
all questions upon which the commission may 
need informatior. In these provisions, and 
particularly in that relating to the details of 
the annual reports, the bill follows the pro- 
visions of the existing law relating to railroads. 
It is the most conservative and the least ex- 
perimental of the measures for the regulation 
of the business of interstate telegraphy which 
has been brought forward in Congress. It is 
an effort to apply the principle of regulation 
in a field which, .ike that of interstate railway 
traffic, the decisions of the Supreme Court 
have shown must be occupied by Congress or 
not at all, and by the judgment passed upon 
the earlier measure it must stand or fall.—

The Labor Cost in Paper Making. 





There is occasionally a political econo- 
mist of the free trade persuasion of such 
breadth of view and candor of statement as 
to present his arguments without an effort to 
mislead as to facts, obscure important points 
or give false color to the relations of things. 
They are to be found in the schools and in 
books now and then, but the writers who are 
carrying on the free trade argument in the 
Democratic newspapers are not of this de- 
scription. They are apparently unable to 
take any but partial and narrow views, or 
to make application of facts without an at 
least apparent purpose to mislead and con- 
fuse. A notable example has recently oc- 
curred in a newspaper comment on some fig- 
ures relating to the paper making industry, 
which were prepared for the recent annual 
meeting in Saratoga of the American Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association, by E. C. Rogers, 
of this city, at that time secretary and now 
president of that association, Taking Mr. 
Rogers’ statement that the wages bill is 20 
per cent. of the value of the paper product of 
this country, the assumption is at once made | 
that 20 per cent. represents all the labor cost 
of paper and the rest goes for so-called raw 
materials, rents, commissions, taxes, insur- 
ance, and profits. Then upon the statement 
that the wages of paper makers in Great 
Britain are half of those paid here, and that | 
the total wages paid to labor in paper mak- 
ing in the United States are $18,500,000, the 
conclusion is drawn by the free trade critics | 
that the total amount of protection needed by 
American manufacturers to enable them to | 

i 


| 


keep up the difference in wages is measured 
by half the total wages, or $9,250,000. Next, 


protection. These items of expense are 
larger, some of them very much larger, than 
the corresponding items in the cost of paper 
making in Great Britain. But the chief 
point aimed at in this article is to show that 
the difference in wages between the Ameri- 
can and European paper mills is not the only 
difference in the labor cost, and that the 
$9,250,000 of protection which is claimed to 
be sufficient to equalize the labor cost is, if 
the figures are correctly obtained, simply an 
equivalent for the difference in mill wages 
and by no means represents the difference in 
the cost of the entire amount of labor that 
is paid for by the American manufacturer. 
The assumption that it does is disingenuous 
and misleading, and, therefore, the conclu 
sion that the manufacturers are pocketing 
$6,900,000 of extra profits by reason of that 
amount of unnecessary protection is grossly 
unjust. 

Facts, too, contradict these free trade con- 
clusions and expose the falsity of the theories 
involved in such criticism. In 1883 the tariff 
duties on paper were reduced, that reduction 
being from 25 to 35 per cent. on writing pa- 
per, and in similar proportion upon other 
classes of paper. What has been the result 
of that reduction? An increase of more than 
tenfold in the importation of writing paper 
and a corresponding increase in other de- 
partments of the paper trade. But notwith- 
standing this increased importation the 
American manufacturers have retained con- 
trol of the home markets, and at the same 
time consumers have bought their paper at 
40 to 50 per cent. less than they paid before 
the war. Home competition made possible 
by protection has resulted in producing bet- 
ter grades of paper and placing it in the 
hands of consumers at lower prices, while at 
the same time wages have been advanced. 
Since the consumer gets better paper at low- 
er prices and the paper -mill operative gets 
better wages, why not let the paper making 
industry retain the trifling 20 per cent. tariff 
protection which it now has? Do the free 
traders want to put paperemill operatives in 
the Connecticut Valley and throughout the 
United States on a level with the paper mill 
employees in Norway, where the rate of 
wages per diem is from 15 to 25 cents? But 
were all duties on paper removed, the paper 
mill worker in Holyoke must compete with 


the man in Norway, who works four days | 


for a dollar, and every reduction that is 
made in the present tariff on paper tends to- 
ward the inauguration of that competition 
—a fact which our paper mill operatives 
who have votes to cast should bear in mind 
and act upon.
